WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The change 


from the McKinlcy tariiT to the new 
tariff lawT involving- great reductions 
in rates of duty und numberless alter- 
ations m matters of detail, because of 
the well oiled wheels of government 
imicliinery, was accomplished Tuesday 
morning", as far as the treasury depart- 
ment is advised, all over the United 
States without a hitch or break. All 
instruction.1; necessary to carry the new 
law into effect were sent out Monday, 
and collectors of customs ami internal 
revenues worked Tuesday under the 
changed conditions, with new sched- 
ules and altered rates, with a smooth- 
ness and dispatch that shows how thor- 
oughly the government machine is di- 
rected and kept in hand by the powers 
ut Washington. 


Many points, it is expected, will bo 


found in (he new tariff by collectors of 
customs, especially, that will require 
smoothing out by decisions finally by 
the secretary of the treasury, hut Mr- 
Carlisle, with the prudence and fore- 
sight that becomes almost second na- 
ture with one charged with heavy 
governmental responsibilities, will not 
"cross the bridge" until he reaches it. 
Collectors of customs will first pass 
upon sueli disputed points, and the im- 
porters, if dissatisfied with the de- 
cision, can, as provided by law, take 
uu appeal to the board of general aji- 
prai.sers and finally to tho secretary of 
the treasury. 


Much light hi\s been shod upon the 


line of decisions that Secretary Carlisle 
will follow in the few decisions or dis- 
puted points that he hasalrcady made, 
und they will serve ns n guide to cus- 
toms officers nil over the United States. 


On the question of admitting free 


dutiable goods now in bond and placed 
on the free list by tho law, Secretary 
Carlisle looked to the intent of con- 
gress solely, and although the new 
law wns somewhat obscure as to its 
meaning, by a liberal construction of 
the new law he admitted such goods 
free without submitting the owners to 
the expense of exporting and reimport- 
ing thi.s class of goods. 


Tins gives a key to decisions affect- 


ing the disputed points in the new 
tariJV, anil shows that Secretary Car- 
lisle intends to do all in his power to 
carry out the intent of congress. He 
will not look for defects of punctua- 
tion to defeat the objects of the bill, 
but rather look for the good that is in 
it, and so construe its obscure provis- 
ions in the interest of the government 
and with fairness to importers. 


According to the oflicial figures ob- 


tained from the bureau of statistics of 
the treasury department the amount 
of goods In customs bonded wn re houses 
ou July 31 last aggregated 551,704,4-10 
in value. During this month the value 
of bonded goods lias increased proba- 
bly to S,i4,000,(X)0. 


All advices received Tuesday at the 


treasury arc to the effect that a great 
rush in In progress at most of the im- 
portant seaport cities to take goods out 
of bond. The revenue that is expected 
to pour in from this source will prob- 
ably more than offset thcdeclinc in in- 
ternal revenue, which from day to clay 
will be at a minimum amount for some 
time to come. 


From internal revenue, so far this 


fiscal year, the receipts have aggre- 
gated 251,000,000— almost 51,000.000 per 
day for each working day. 
For Sep- 


tember, revenue from this source is es- 
timated at only 55,000,000, derived al- 
most exclusively from the tax on fer- 
mented liquors and tobacco. 
Whisky 


sufficient to supply the market for the 
next three months has already been 
taken out under the tax of ninety cents 
to escape the increased tax of SI. 30. 


So far this month but 510,000,000 has 


been received from customs, and for 
the fiscal year £2fi,000,000. 
From now 


on the revenue from this source \vili 
probably average for the next few 
months 
£:JO,000,000 to £0r.,000,000 a 


month. 


The heavy incrca.se in receipts thi.s 


month from internal revenue has al- 
ready exceeded tlie expenditures 58,- 
000,000, and for the ne.vt few months 
customs receipts will probably exceed 
this amount, leaving the treasury in 
an easy position and enabling it to 
wipe out this year the deficit of &"»&,- 
000.000 of I:iM. year. 


At the treasury the benefits of the

The history oj this interesting and 


valuable game bird on this coast 1ms 
never been written. Everyone knows 
Cow that It was imported by Judge 
0. N. Denny, ami that it ban spread 
throughout Oregon, and Washington 
until It is numbered by tho thousands 
and probably hundreds of tliousntuls. 
80100 day perhaps Its history will bo 
traced. Meanwhile the chief incidents 
in Ita career arc of interest, Rays tho 
Portland Oregoninn. 


It was in 1880 that Judge Denny, then 


United StaUis consul at Shanghai, sent 
over the first lot of Chinese or Mon- 
golian pheasants. There were seventy 
6f them, and they were sent over in n 
sailing vessel bound for Puget sound. 
With them were Bent explicit Instruc- 
tions as to their handling in rcsliipplug. 
to Portland, as the cocks and hens 
should be kept separate, and only a 
certain limited number In each crato, 
Oto. But the reshipplng was carelessly 
done, so that of tho whole number only 
eighteen survived, fifteen cocks and 
throe hens, a proportion which the 
Bonder would havo liked to sve re- 
versed. They were very unwisely put 
on Sauvio's island, the place of all 
others to which sportsmen then, as 
cow, resorted. 
Yot so industriously 


did they propagate that they soon 
were common sights In Multnomah 
county. A few went Into Washington 
ootmty. Some crossed the Columbia to 
the tiien territory of 
Washington. 


Since then they have spread north to 
tho sound and In various parts of Wash- 
ington. All the pheasants In the state 
of "Washington are credited to this first 
beginning, tho three hons which sur- 
vived tho first shipment of seventy 
tnlSSO. 


Having heard of tho bad luelt which 


attended tho flrstventure, Judge Denny 
in 1881 sent over twenty-eight more— 
eighteen hens ond ton cocks. These 
were sent to Portland and to the charge 
of Judge Denny's brother, who lived 
6t Washington Hutto, IAan county. Ho 
took proper care of them and put them 
adrift near his place. Prom there they 
have gone Into southern Oregon, and, 
as Judge Donny thinks, have crossed 
tho Cascade mountains ond appeared 
In Eastern Oregon, while tho Willam-

Its fur is 


valuable, and, therefore, it is much 
sought after by trappers. Still, it may 
surprise some people to know that in 
one part of this country, al least, there 
are men who raise beavers for the mar- 
ket, just as they might do corn or cat- 
tle. 
It is in Me Lean comity, N. IX, 


that beaver farming is largely carried 
on. The soil ts very ptior aiul is not 
adapted, as are other parts (if the state, 
to wheat growing. The Missouri river 
runs along the western border of tho 
county, and numerous streams How 
into it from among the hills to the 
north and east. C'ottouwoods and elm 
trees grow on the banks- of these 
streams, and it is there where the 
beaver farms are situated. 
A man who 


Intends tostartthis industry purchases. 
sa3*. ten acres of land through which a 
stream runs. 
A dam is built at a point 


whore the stream is narrow and the 
banks arc steep. All that is needed is 
to fell a few trees across the bed of the 
stream and fill in with dirt and stones. 
This holds the water back so that two 
or three acres of land are flooded, thus 
forming a pond. 
The next thing to be 


done is to erect a fence of wire Dotting, 
from two to three feet high, along the 
banks of the stream and around the 
pond, inclosing nil the trees that can 
possibly be taken in. 


Generally a colony of from twelve to 


sixteen bwvvers is put on the farm. 
They are, of course, obtained from 
trappers. They are placed In the pond 
in the spring and soon become acctis- 
tomcd to their surroundings. In a few 
days they begin to build their luits of 
mud mid sticks am! to show their 
wood-chopping abilities on the trees. 
There is no return from the outlay the 
first year, but by the fall of the second 
year the- colony has largely increased 
tn number and tho farmer looks for- 
ward to bavin;,'- a regular income. It 
Ib on tile last tlay of October or on the 
first ilny of November that the harvest.

First the pondb 


are drawn olr by moans of lloodgates 
that are covered with wire netting to 
prevent the 
animala from slipping 


through. 
The bouses of the beavers 


are thus left exposed, and the farmer 
gnes from one to the other, lapping on 
them witli a club. 
JU'avers are readily 


frightened, anil tin1 nnise causes them 
to run out. They can only move slow- 
ly and are soon caught and dispatched. 
The bctivi'rs which formed the original 
colony are spared, aud then the flood- 
gates are closi-il ami t he pond is filled 
again. 
The beaver shins arc dried, 


prepared and taken to market, the fur 
being used In the mnnufacture of coats 
ami capes anrl trimming garments for 
women. 
A good deal of beaver fur 


goes to China, where it is made into 
shoos for women who can ufl'ord the 
luxury.
